148 Hage been recognized with 
the awhrd of a certificate o 

preciation to Ralph Freeman of 
Belle Glade, who is the only 
remaining member of the ori- 
ginal draft board created in 
1940 at Belle Glade. 

‘The award was dated Novem- 
ber 30, 1959 and was received 
Just Friday. The award said: 

The President of the United 
States of America awards this 
certificate of appreciation to 
Ralph E. Freeman in grateful 
recognition of 15 years of ser- 
vice to the nation as an uncom- 
pensated member of the Selec- 
tive Service System." 

Freeman was originally ap- 
pointed to the local Palm Beach 
County Draft Board Four in 
1940. He was later transferred 
from the board and made an 
associate government appeal 
agent Apr. 15, 1941. He was ap- 
pointed a government appeal 
agent to local board 148 Feb. 
6, 1951. 

The government abandoned 
ihe appeal agents just after 
WWII; however, they wére re- 
appointed, Along with Lou 
Betzner and John Dulaney, 
Freeman was a member of the 
original draft board in the 
Glades set up to register some 
10,000 -young men from Lake 
Harbor to Canal Point.

“Freergan recalls, the members 


bought their own equipment 
and supplies, and they were in 
operation about six months be- 
fore they were compensated for 
these expenses.

Experiment Station Says: 


Rainfall In 1959 Was Above Normal 


Although no monthly or daily 
rainfall records were, broken, 
1959 rainfall measured, 14.52 
inches above the 36-year aver- 
age, according to a climatolog- 
ical report just issued by Ever- 
glades Experiment Station. 


Total rainfall for the year 
was 72.99 inches. Seven months 
(March, May, June, July, Sept- 
ember, October and November) 
were abóve average in total 
rainfall, the report shows. The 
months of January, February, 
April August and December 
were below the normal. 

These facts and-other infor- 
mation about temperatures, re- 
lative humidity and standard 
pan evaporations are included 
in the report, 60-11, by Edward 
King, Jr., draftsman, and D. S. 
Harrison, assistant agricultural 
engineer, at the station. 

The report shows that July 
and September recorded the 


greatest amouiit f rainfall with 
137 and 11.65 inches respect- 
ively. The lowest month was 
December with 47 inches. 
Greatest 24-hour rainfall was 
4-16 inches recorded Sept. 12. 

Mean maximum relative hum- 
idity was 98 to 100 percent for 
all months except October and 
December. During these months 
mean maximum relative humi- 
dity. records were 94 to 97 per- 
cent. Mean maximum relative 
humidity ranged from 44 to 51

BG Rotarians Hear 
(CPA On Taxpaying 


Taxpayers’ choices in com- 
puting taxable income was the 
subject of an-address given to 
Belle Glade Rotarians Friday 
by B, E. Weeks, member of the 
firm of Bamford and Weeks, 
| Belle Glade CPA's. 

| In many important areas, ac- 
|cording to Weeks, the tax law 
gives the taxpayer a choice be- 
tween two or more way in do- 
jing a certain thing which may 
|give different tax results. In 
some cases a failure to make a 
choice in itself constitutes. the 
making of a choice. 

For example, the law and the 
regulations may permit a cer- 
tain method to be used if the 
taxpayer elects to do so by 
some specified time. A failure 
to make a timely election of the 
method may bar its use al- 
though it might produce lower 
taxes. 

After discussing various op- 
tions and elections in handling 
same transaction, Weeks 
pointed out that there was no 
rule of thumb for determining 
the tax-wise choice but that 
each taxpayer should make a 
tentative tax comparison using 
the various alternatives avail- 
able to him.
